er, also members of the legislature. 
Kentucky will

legislature. 
Maryland will 
elect governor, 
Attorney general, comptroller and 
legislature, and vote upon a pro­ 
posed am endment to the constitu­ 


tion of the state. 
Masssachusetts will elect govern­
